of the most modem type. All other 
surface warships (including river 
craft) are to be concentrated in Ger¬ 
man naval bases to be designated by 
the allies and the United States of 
America, and are to be paid off and 
completely disarmed and placed under 
the supervision of the allies and the 
United States of America. All vessels 
of the auxiliary fleet—trawlers, motor 
vessels, etc., are to be disarmed. 

24. The allies and the United ■ 
States of America shall have the right 
to sweep up all mine fields and ob¬ 
structions laid by Germany outside 
German territorial waters, gnd the 
positions of these are to be indicated. 

25. Freedom of access to and from 
the Baltic to be given to the naval 
and mercantile marines of the allied 
and associated powers’; to secure this 
.‘he allies and the United States of 
America shall be empowered to occupy 
all German forts, fortiffcakons, bat¬ 
teries and defense works of all kinds 
in all the entrances from the Cattegat 
into the Baltic, and to sweep all mines 
and obstructions within and without 
German territorial waters without any 
question of neutrality being raised, 
and the positions of all such mines 
and obstructions are to be indicated. 

26. The existing blockade condi¬ 

tions set up by the allies .and asso¬ 
ciated powers are to remain unchang¬ 
ed und all German merchant ships 
found at sea are to remain liable to 
capture. ^ 

27- All naval aircraft are to be 
concentrated and immobilized in Ger¬ 
man bases to be specified by the allies 
and the United States of America. 

28. In evacuating the Belgian 
coasts and ports, Germany shall aban¬ 
don all merchant ships, lugs, lighters, 
cranes and all other harbor materials, 
aircraft and all materials and stores, 
all aims and armaments and all stores 
and apparatus of all kinds. 

29. All Black Sea ports are to be 
evacuated by Germany; all Russian 
war vessels of all descriptions, seized 
by Germany in the Black Sea, are to 
be handed over to the allies and the 
United States of America; all neutral 
merchant vessels seized are- to be re¬ 
leased; all warlike and other materials 
of all kinds seized'in those ports are to 
be returned and German material as 
specified in clause 28 are to be aban¬ 
doned. 

30. All merchant vessels in German 
hands belonging to the allies and as¬ 
sociated powers are to be restored in 
ports to be specified by the allies and 
the United States of America without 
reciprocity. 

31. No destruction of ships or of 
materials to be permitted before 
evacuation, surrender or restoration. 

32. The German government will 
notify the neutral governments of the 
world, and particularly the govern¬ 
ments of Norway, Sweden, Denmark 
and Holland, that all restrictions 
placed on the trading of their vessels 
with the allied and associated coun¬ 
tries, whether in return for specific 
concessions such as the export of 
shipbuilding materials or not, are im¬ 
mediately cancelled.

Four years, four months and seven 
days is the actual length of the war, 
and in it twenty-six nations and prin¬ 
cipalities of the world have taken 
part. ’It lias been fought in Europe, 
Asia and Africa. 

The news of the armistice being 
signed was flashed to all parts of the 
world, and immediate celebration of 
the event began in the countries of 
the Allied nations. From everyone of 
them there arose a fervent prayer of 
thanksgiving that at last everything 
was over and the German beaten to 
the extent of any realiation being out 
of the question. 

In London, England, the event was 
marked by special services of Thanks¬ 
giving in many of the churches. 
Crowds also gathered round Bucking¬ 
ham Palace, 10 Downing Street and 
the residence of the Lord Mayor. The 
King and Lloyd George received enthu 
siastic ovations from the people and 
soldiers of the Allied nations. 

In the United States the welcome 
news was received with great enthus¬ 
iasm. The terms of the armistice 
were read to the Senate by President 
Wilson. 

While France has received the news 
with great welcome and demonstration 
there is a tendency to hold back until 
the tragedy which has cost France 
the lives of two and half million sold¬ 
iers is definitely closed. 

Canada was not behind the jubila¬ 
tion. In every town and city and 
throughout the Dominion there was 
demonstrations of rejo icing. Her 
right to rejoicing is founded on the 
vpliant 600,000 who have donned the 
uniform for service, and her last his¬ 
toric act in the closing chapter of the 
struggle, the capturing of Mons, a 
city whose name will forever stand out 
in the annals of the war. 

Throughout every part of the Em¬ 
pire the people received the news with 
joy, for the struggle to which they 
had contributed their men and resourc 
es was at last over, and they had play¬ 
ed their part in bringing the menace 
to civilization to its death.

A bona flde farmer who has frown 
wheat himself may have 800 pounds of 
wheat flour in his possession, or 
enough for ordinary household require 
ments of 200 days, and so may any 
consumer who lives at a greater dist¬ 
ance than five miles from his regular 
licensed miller or dealer. All others 
are now limited to 100 pounds or CO 
days’ supply at any one time, exeept 
those householders cut off from civili¬ 
zation by the close of navigation. 
These people may also have the limit 
of 2fi0 days ordinary supply of flour 
and of sugar likewise.
